TWO AUTOMOBILES HIT 


THIEVES GET $253,000 


- -New AVestminsted, B. C., Sept. 15— 
Two hundred and fifty-three thousand 
dollars was stolen early today, from 
the branch of the Bank 01 Montreal 
in this city. 


Five buiijlara entered the bank by 


unocking the front -door, broke the 
thin metal coating .of the valut, blew 
a safe with nitroglycerine and got 
away with their booty without being 
seen except by la Chinese caretaker. 


They probably escaped down 
the 


Frazier river in a launch or else by 
aiitomoblle toward Vancouver. 


There was' in all $338,000 
in. the 


bank safes. The thieves could not 
carry all the booty in sight, leaving 
the silver- and notes of small denom- 
ina'tibnS;:S£*Tvel aa torn 5500 and1 $10 
hills lying around the floor. 


The first known of the robbery was 


when the Chinaman appeared at the 


police (station at 6 o'clock and gave 
the alarm. He had managed to work 
oose from the bonds with which 'lie 
lad been tied by-the robbers. 


Chief of Police Bradshaw mustered

At the risk of adding to the bulk of 


the literature of tipping we shall re- 
mind our readers that the unreason- 
sble lengths to which it goes in SGEM 
cases is an injury not only to

In order that we may be concrete we
